Q. IV hat Scripture have you for Baptijm ? 

A. John 3, v. 5. Except a Man be born of Water 
and of the Spirit he cannot enter the Kingdom of God. 

Go teach all Nations baptizing them 
in the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
Holy G. : 

Q. How ds you prove that this Commiſſion given 
to the Apeſiles of baptizing all Nations, is to be un- 
derſtoed of Baptiſm adminiſired in Water ? 

A. From the Belief and Practice of the Church 
of Chrift in all Ages, and of the Apoſtles them- 
ſelves 3; who adminiſtred Baptiſm in Water: Aal.

Q. What do you mean byConfirmation ? 

A. Confirmation is a Sacrament wherein by the 
Invocation of the Holy Ghoſt, and Impofition of 
the Biſhop's Hands with the UnCtion of holy Chriſm, 
a Perſon receives the Grace of the H. Ghoſt, and a 
Strength in order to the Profeſſing of his Faith. 

Q. What Scripture have you for Confirmation? 

A. Atts. 8, v. 15, 17. Where Peter and John con- 
firm'd the Samaritans. They pray d for them that tho 
might receive the Holy Ghoſt--- Then laid they their 
"Hands on them and they receiv'd the Holy Ghoſt. 

Q. What Scripture have you for the Euchariſt or 
Supper of the Lord. 

A. We have the Hiſtory of its Inſtitution ſet 
down at large Mat. 26. Mar. 14. Luk. 22. 1 Cor. 11. 
And that this Sacrament was to be continued in 
the Church till the Lord comes, that is till the Day 
of Judgment, we learn from St. Paul, 1 Cor. 11.

Q. What 
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Q. bat do you mean by the Sacrament of Penantes 

A. The Confeſlion of Sins with a ſincere Repen- 
tance, and the Prieſt's Abſolution. 

Q. bat Scripture have you to prove that the Bi- 
ſhops and Priefts of the Church have Power to ab- 
ſolve the Sinner that confeſſes his Sins with @ 
ſincere Repentance ? 

A. John 20, v. 22, 23. Receive ye the H. Ghoſt : 
Ihoſoever Sins ye remit, they are remitted unts them: 
And whoſoever Sins ye retain, they are retain'd. Mat.

Q. How do you prove from the Texts above guo- 
ted of John 20, v. 22, 23. and Matt.

But this Remembrance is no ways op- 
lite to the real Preſence of Chrif's Body and 
Blood: On the contrary what better Remembrance 
can there be of Chris Death and Paſſion, than 
to receive under the ſacramental Veils the fame 
Body and Blood in which he ſuffer'd for us? 
Q Why then do you blame Proteſtants for taking 
the Sacrament in Remembrance of Chriſt ? * 
A. We don't blame them for taking it in Ræmem- 
brance of him: But we blame them for taking it as 
a bare Remembrance, ſo as to exclude the Reality 
of his Body and Blood. That is, we blame them 
for taking the Remembrance and leaving out the Sub-

Q. W is the Doctrine of the Church as f 
this Point? | 
A. We profeſs that under either Kind alone Chriſt 
is received whole and entire, and a true Sacrament. 
oO What Proef have you for this? 

. Becauſe, as we have ſeen in the foregoing 
Chapter, the Bread by Conſecration is truly and 
really chang'd into the Body of Chri/?, and the 
Wine into his Blood: Now both Faith and Rex 
fon tell us that the living Body of the Son of God 
cannot be without his Blood, nor his Blood with. 
out his Body : Nor his Body and Blood without 
his Soul and Divinity. *Tis true he ſhed his Blood 
for us in his Paſſion ; and his Soul at his Death wa 
parted from his Body : But now he is riſen from 
the Dead immortal and impaſſible, and can ſhed hi 
Blood no more, nor die any more. Chriſt being 
raiſed from the Dead, - 1 the Apoſtle Rom. 6, v. 
9. dieth no more; Death hath no more Domini 
ever him. Therefore whoſoever receives the Body 
of Chriſt receives Chriſt himſelf whole and en: 
tire, there is no receiving him by Parts. . Bu 
W ; » Bu 
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Q. But dees not Chriſt ay John 6, v. 53. Ex- 


cept ye eat the Fleſh of the Son of Man, and drink 


his Blood, ye have no Life in you ? 

A. True. But according to the Cathelick Do- 
Arine we do this, tho* we receive under one Kind 
alone, becauſe under either Kind we receive both 
the Body and Blood of Chri/? : Whereas our Ad- 
verfaries that make this Objection receive neither 
one nor the other, but only a little Bread and Wine. 
Beſides this Objection does not ſound well in Pro- 
_ Mouths, becauſe they fay thoſe Words of 

briſt were not ſpoken of the Sacrament, but only 
of Faith. 

Q. Are not all Chriſtians commanded to drink of 
cbe Cup, Matt. 26, v. 27. Drink ye all of it. 

A. No. That Command was only addreſs'd to 
the twelve Apoſtles, who were the all that were then 
preſent, and they all drank of it. Mark 14, v. 23. 

Q. How do you prove that thoſe Wards are not to be 
under ſtood as a Command directed to all Chriſtians ? 

A. Becauſe the Church of Chrif, which is the 
beſt Interpreter of his Word, never underſtood 
them ſo; and therefore from the very Beginning, 
on many Occahons ſhe gave the Holy Commu- 
nion in one Kind, for Inſtance to Children, to the 
Sick, to the Faithful in Time of Perſecution to be 
carried Home with them, Cc. as appears from the 
moſt certain Monuments of Antiquity. 

Q But are not the Faithful thus deprived of 4 
great Part of the Grace of this Sacrament ? 

A. No, becauſe under one Kind they receive the 
fame as they would do under both; inaſmuch as 
they receive Chrift himſelf whole and entire, the 
Author and Fountain of all Graces. _. 

Q. Why then ſhould the Prieſt in the Maſs re- 
cerve in both Kinds any more than the reft of the 
Faithful ? 

A. Becauſe the Maſs being a Sacrifice in which, 
by the Inſtitution of * ord, the ſhedding —

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his Blood and his Death was to be in a lively 
Manner repreſented ; it is requiſite that the Prieſt, 
who as the Miniſter of CHriſt offers this Sacrifice, 
ſhould, for the more lively repreſenting of the Se- 
paration of Chriſt's Blood from his Body, con- 
lecrate and receive in both Kinds, as often as he 
iays Maſs. Whereas at other Times, neither 
Prieſt, nor Biſhop, nor Pope himſelf even upon 
their Death-bed, receives any otherwiſe than the 
reſt of the Faithful, viz. in one Kind — 

Q. Have you any Texts of Scripture that favour 
Communion in one Kind ? | 

A. Yes. 1½, All ſuch Texts as promiſe ever- 
taſting Life to them that receive tho” but in one 
Kind. as John 6, v. 51. The Bread that I will 
give is my Fleſh, which I will give for the Life of 
the World. v. 57. He that eateth me, even he hall 
tive by me. v. 58. He that eateth of this Bread ſhall 
live for ever. 

2dly, All ſuch Texts as make mention of the 


Faithful receiving the Holy Communion, under 


the Name of Breating of Bread, without any 
mention of the Cup. As, Ads 2, v. 42. Th 
continued ſtedfaſily in the Apoſiles Doctrine and Fel- 
lowſhip, and in breaking of Bread and in Prayers. 
v. 46. Continuing dai with one accord in the 
Temple, and breaking Bread from Houſe to Houſe. 
Acts 20, v. 7. Upon the firſt Day of the Week 
when the Diſciples came together to break Bread, 
Luke £4, v. 30, 31. He took Bread and bleſſed it 
and brake and gave to them, and their Eyes were 
bend and they Fnew him, and he vaniſt\d out of 
their Sight. 1 Cor. 10, v. 17. We being many are 
one Bread, and one Body, for we are all Partakers 
of that ane Bread. 
3dly, 1 Cor. 11, v. 27. Where the Apoſtle 
declares that whoſoever receives under either Kind 
unworthily is guilty both of the Body and Blood 
of Chrift. oſoever ſhall cat - this * — 
rin 
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drink (ñ Arn) this Cup of the Lord unworthily ſhall 
be guilty of the Body and Blood of our Lord. Where 
the Proteſtant Tranſlators have evidently corrupted 
the Text by putting in and drink inſtead of or 
drink, as it is in the Original. 

Q. Vat are the Reaſons why the Church does 
not give the Communion to all her Children in both 
Kinds f 

A. 1. Becauſe of the Danger of ſpilling the Blood 
of Chriſt, which could hardly be avoided, if all were 
to receive the Cup. 2dh, Becauſe conſidering how 
foon Wine decays, the Sacrament could not well be 
kept for the Sick in both Kinds. 3d4ly, Becauſe ſome 
Conſtitutions can neither endure the Taſte nor Smell 
of Wine. 40%, Becauſe true Wine in ſome Countries 
is very hard-to be met with. 5, In fine in Oppofi- 
tion to thoſe Hereticks that deny that Chrift is re- 
eeiv'd whole and entire under either Kind.

Q. HAT is the Catholick Doctrine as ts 
the Maſs ? 

A. That in the Maſs there is offer'd to God à true, 
proper and propitiatory Sacrifice for the Living and 
the Dead.

The Conſecration and Oblation of the Body 
and Blood of Chrift under the ſacramental Veils or 
Appearances of Bread and Wine : ſo that the Maſs 
was inſtituted by Chriſ himſelf at his laſt Supper:

Do this in Remembrance of me, Luke 22. 

Q. What do you mean vy @ propitiatory — ? 
» A 
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A. A Sacrifice for obtaining Mercy, or by which 
God is moved to Mercy. 

Q. ”_ do you prove that the Maſs is ſuch a Sa. 
crifice 

2 Becauſe in the Maſs Chri/t himſelf, as we have 
ſeen cap. 4. is really preſent, and by Vertue of the 
Conſecration is there exhibited and preſented to the 
eternal Father under the ſacramental Veils, which by 
their ſeparate Conſecration repreſent his Death, 
Now what can more move God to Mercy, than 
the Oblation of his only Son there really preſent, 
and under this Figure of Death repreſenting to his 
Father that Death which he ſuffer'd for us ? 

Q. Mat Scripture do you bring for this? 

A. The Words of Conſecration as they are re- 
lated by St. Luke cap. 22, v. 19, 20. This is my 
Body which is given for you-- This Cup is the new 
Teſtament in my Blood which (Cup) is bed for you, 
For if the Cup be ſhed for us, that is for our Sins, 
it muſt needs be Propitiatory, at leaſt by applying to 
us the Fruits of the bloody Sacrifice of the Croſs. 

. What other Texts of the Scripture do the Fu- 
thers apply to the Sacrifice of the Maſs ? 

A. 1. The Words of in the firſt Chapter 
of the Prophet Malachi v. 10, 11. Where rejecting 
the 7ewth Sacrifices, he declares his Acceptance ot 
that Sacrifice or pure Offering which ſhould be 
made to him in every Place among the Gentile. 
29 Thoſe Words of the Pfalmiſt P/. 110, v. 4. 

ou art a Prieſt for ever according to the Order of 
Melchiſedech : Why according to the Order of 
Melihiſedech, ſay the holy Fathers, but by reaſon 
of the Sacrifice of the Euchariſt prehgur'd by that 
8 Wine offer d by Melchiſedech, Gen. 14, 
v. 18 
2. does the Church celebrate the Maſs in the 
Latin, which the People for the moſi Part does noi 
underſtand? | 

A. 1, 
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A. 1. Becauſe it is the ancient Language of the 
Church uſed in the publick Liturgy in all Ages in the 
weſtern Parts of the World. 2/y, For a greater 
Uniformity in the publick Worſhip ; that ſo a Chri- 
/tian in whatſoever Country he chances to be may 


Rill find the Liturgy perform'd in the fame Man- 


ner and in the fame Language to which he is ac- 
cuſtom'd at home. 35, To avoid the Changes 
which all vulgar Languages are daily expos'd to. 
4ly, Becauſe the Maſs being a Sacrifice which the 
Prieſt as Miniſter of Chr is to offer; and the 
Prayers of the Maſs being moſtly fitted for this 
End, it is enough that they be in a Language which 
he underſtands. Nor is this any ways injurious to 
the People who are inſtructed to accompany him 
in every Part of this Sacrifice by Prayers accom- 
modated to their Devotion, which they have in 
their ordinary Prayer-Books, . 
Q: What is the beſt Manner of hearing Maſs 

The Maſs being inſtituted for a ſtanding Me- 
morial of Chri/”s Death and Paſſion, and bein 
in Subſtance the ſame Sacrifice as that which Chrif 
offer'd upon the Croſs, becauſe both the Prieſt and 
the Victim is the fame Joes Chriſt : There can 
be no better Manner of hearing Maſs than by me- 
ditating on the Death and Paſſion of _ there 
repreſented ; and putting ones ſelf in fame 
Diſpoſitions of Faith, Love, Repentance, &c. as 
we ſhould have endeavour'd to excite in ourſelves 
had we been preſent at his Paſſion and Death on 
Mount Calvary ? 

„ What are the Ends for which this Sacrifice 
is offer'd to God? a 

A. Principally theſe Four, which both Prieſt and 

People ought to have in View. 1. For God's own 
Honour and Glory. 2. In Thankſgiving for all his 
Bleſſings conferr'd on us thro* Fe/us Chrift our 
Lord. 3. In Satisfaction for our Sins thro' his Blood. 
4. For obtaining Grace and all necellary 88 
from God. _ CHAP.

Q. WE7 HAT is is Doctrine of the Church, as to Pu 
this Point | 
A. We conſtantly hold that there is a Purgatory ; ( 
and that the Souls therein detain'd are helped by the 
Suffrages of the Faithful. ' That is, by the Prayers us 
and Alms offer'd for them, and principally by the /// 
holy Sacrifice of the Maſs. 6, 
dat do you mean by Purgatory ? if t 
A middle State of Souls, which depart this Wl wc 
Life in God's Grace, yet not without ſome leſſet I W 
Stains or Guilt of Puniſhment, which retatds them 
from entring Heaven. But as to the particular I bl; 
Place where theſe Souls ſuffer, or the Quality of Ill ſtr 
the Torments which they ſuffer, the Church has 
decided nothing. 
** What Sort of Chriſtians then go ts Purgatory ? 
- 1, Such as die guilty of leſſer Sins, which we 
commonly call Venia; as many Chriſtians do, who 
either by ſudden Death or otherwiſe are taken out 
of this Life before have repented for theie or- 
dinary Failings. 2&ly, Such as having been formerly 
Guilty of greater Sins, have not made full Attone- 
ment jor them to the divine Juſtice. 
Q. Why do you ſay that theſe who' die guilty of 
leſſer Sins ge to Purgatory ? | 
A. Becauſe ſuch as depart this Life before they 
have repented for theſe venial Frailties and Imper- 
fections cannot be ſuppoſed to be condemn'd to tho 
eternal Torments of Hell, fince the Sins of which I 
they, are guilty are but ſmall, which even God's Il « 
beſt Servants are more or leſs liable to. Nor can |

they go ſtrait to Heaven in this State, becauſe the 

Scripture aſſures us Revel. 21, v. 27. There 

in no wiſe entes thither any Thing that defi —

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Now every Sin be it' never fo ſmall certainly de- 
fleth the Soul. Hence our Saviour aſſures us that 
we are to render an Account even for every idle 
Mord. Matt, 12, v. 36. | 

Q. Upen what then do you ground your Belief of 
Purgatory ? . 

A. — rap Scripture, Tradition and Reaſon. 

3 ow upon Scripture © 

Becauſe the Scripture in many Places aſſures 
us that God will render to every one according to his 
Works. Pf. 62, v. 12. Mat. 16, v. 27. Pom. 2, v. 
6. Revel. 22, v. 12. Now this would not be true, 
if there were no ſuch Thing as Purgatory ; for how 
wonld God render to every one according to his 
Works, if ſuch as die in the Guilt of any even 
the leaſt Sin, which they have not taken care to 
blot out by Repentance, would nevertheleſs go 
{trait to Heaven? | 

. Have you any other Texts which the Fathers 
and celefiaſſical Mriters interpret of Purgatory ? 

A. Ves, 1 Cor. 3, v. 13, 14, 15. Every Man's 
Wort ſhall be made manifeſt. For the Day ſhell de- 
dare it, becauſe it ſhall be reveaPd by Fire. And 
the Fire ſhall try every Man's Work of what fort it 
is. If any Man's Work abide which he bath built 
thereupon [that is upon the Foundation which is 
Jeſus Chriſt v. 11. ] be ball recetve a Reward. i 
any Man's Work hall be burnt he fall ſuffer Lojs : 
f Bor HE HIMSELF SHALL BE SAVED YET $0 
AS BY FIRE. From which Text it appears, that 
ſuch as both in their Faith, and in the Practice of 
their Lives, have ftuck to the Foundation, which 
is Chrift Feſus, ſo as not to forfeit his Grace by 
mortal Sin; tho' they have otherwiſe been Guilty 
of great Imperfections, by building ad, Hay and 
Stubble (v. 310990 this Foundation ; it appears, 
| fay, that ſuch as theſe according to the Apoſtle, 
muſt paſs thro' a fiery Trial, at the Time that 
every Man's Work ſhall be made manifeſt ; which 
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is not till the next Life ; and that they ſhall be 
ſaved indeed, yet ſo as by Fire, that is by paſſing 
rſt thro* Purgatory. 

20%, Mat. 5, v. 25, 26. Agree with thine Adver- 
fory quickly, whilft thou art in the way with him: 
Left at any Time the Adverſary deliver thee ta the 
Fudge, and the Fudge deliver thee to the Officer, 
and thou be caft into Priſon. Verily I ſay unto thee 
thou foalt by no Means come out thence till thou haſt 
paid the uttermoſt Farthing. Which Text St. G. 
prien, one of the moſt ancient Fathers, underſtands 
of the Priſon of Purgatory. Epiſt. 52, 6d Ante 
nianum. 

3ly, Mat. 12, v. 32. Whoſoever ſpeateth again} 
the Holy Gh, it ſhall nat be forgiven him neither 
in this World, neither in the IVorld to come. Which 
lat Words plainly imply that ſome Sins which 
are not forgiven in this World may be forgiven in 
the World to come : Otherwiſe why ſhould our 
Saviour make any mention of Forgiveneſs in the 
World to come. Now if there may be Forgive- 
neſs of Sins in the World to come there muſt be 
Purgatory, for in Hell there is no Forgiveneſs, and 
in Heaven no Sin. 

Befides a middle Place is alſo imply'd 1 Pet. 3, v. 
18, 19, 20. Where Chrift is ſaid by his Spirit to 


have gone and preach'd to the Spirits in Priſon which } 


fome Time were Diſobedient, &c, Which Priſon 
could be no other than Purgatory : For as to the 
Spirits that were in the Priſon of Hell Chrift cer- 
tainly did not go to preach to them, 
.Q. How do you ground the Belief of Purgatory 
upon T radition. | 
A. Becauſe both the Jet Church long before 
our Saviour's Coming; and the Chriſtian Church 
from the very Beginning in all Ages and all Nations 
has offer d Prayers and Sacrifice for the repoſe and 
relief of the Faithful departed : as appears in regard 
to the Jews from 2 Machab. 12. where this Practice 
l 
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be © is approv'd of, which Books of Machabees the 
vg if Church fays St. Auguſlin L. 18. de Civ. Dei. c. 36. 
accounts Canonical, tho* the Fews do not. And 
n regard to the Chriſtian Church the ſame is evi- 
ent from all the Fathers, and the moſt ancient 
he Liturgies. Now ſuch Prayers as theſe evidently 
„imply the Belief of a Purgatory : For Souls in Hea- 
ee ven ſtand in no need of our Prayers, and thoſe in 
Hell cannot be better'd by them. | 
3+ Q. How do you ground the Belief of Purgatory 
an Reaſon ? | 
It- A. Becauſe Reaſon clearly teaches theſe two 
| Things. 1//, That all and every Sin how ſmall 
nt ſoever, deſerves Puniſhment. . 2/y, That ſome Sins 
vr ae fo ſmall, either thro* the Levity of the Mat- 
ich ter, or for want of full Deliberation in the Action, 
ich is not to deſerve eternal . Puniſhment. From 
in whence it is plain that beſides the Place of eternal 
"ur El Puniſhment which we call Hell, there muſt be 
the W:1fo a Place of temporal Puniſhment for ſuch as 
verde in little Sins, and this we call Purgatory.

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SECT. 1. Of the Veneration of the Angel,

. How do you prove that there is an Honour 
and YVeneration due to the Angels and Saints? 

A. Becauſe they are God's Angels and Saints, 
that is to ſay, moſt faithful Servants, Courtiers, 
Friends and Favourites of the King of Kings, who 
having highly honoured him, are now highly ho- 
noured by him, as he has promis'd 1 Sam. 2, v. zo. 
| Them that honour me I will honour. 

2dly, Becauſe they have received from their Lord 
moſt eminent and ſupernatural Gifts of Gras 
and Glory, which make them truly worthy of our 
Honour and Veneration, and therefore we give it 
them as their due, according to that of the Apo- 
Me Rom. 13, v. 7. Honour to whom Honour is dus. 

34h, Becauſe the Angels of God are our Guar- 
dians, Tutors and Governors; as appears from 
many Texts of Scripture P/. 91, v. 11, 12. Hz: 
Hall give his Angels Charge over thee to keep the- 
in all thy -$. * They ſhall bear thee up in their 
Hands, left thou daſh thy Fear againſt a Stone. S. | ® 
Matt. 18, v. 10. Take heed that ye deſpiſe not one “

ta him will I give Power over the Nations, and be 
ſhall rule them with a Rod of Iron--- even as J re- 
weird of my Father. Rev. 5 v. 10. Thou haſt made 
us unto our God Kings and Priefls, and we ſhall reign 
on the Earth. Thereſore all Nations ought to hon- 
our the Saints as having receiv'd from God this 
kingly Power over them. 

5thly, Becauſe we have Inftances in Scripture of 
Honour and Veneration paid to the Angels by the 
Servants of God: See Fofbua 5, v. 14, 15. 
_ Gthly, Becauſe the Church in all Ages has paid 
this Honour and Veneration to the Saints by erect- 
ing Churches and 1 Holidays in their Me- 
mory : A Practice which the Engizþ Proteſtants 


have alſo retain'd. 
Q. Do you then worſhip the Angels and Saints as 
Gods, or give them the Honour that belongs to Gd 


ne 
A. No, God forbid. For this would be a high 
Treaſon againſt his divine Majeſty. 

. What is the Difference between the Honour 
which you * to God, and that which you give 1s. 
the Saints 7 

A. There is no Compariſon between the one 
and the other. We honour God with a ſovereign 
Honour, as the ſupreme Lord and Creator of all 
Things, as our frſt Beginning and our laſt End: 
We believe in him alone; we hope in him alone ; 
we love him above all Things. To him alone we 
pay our Homage of divine Adoration, Praiſe and 
Sacrifice. But as for the Saints and Angels we 
only reverence them with an inferior Honour as 
belonging to him, for his ſake, and upon Account of 
the 6 ifts which they have received from bim. 

Q, Do you not give à particular Honour to the 
Virgin Mary ? | 

A. Yes we do by reaſon of her eminent De 
of Mother of Goa, for _ all Generations ſha G 
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call her bleſſed. S. Luke 1, v. 48: As alſo by Rea. 

fon of that Fulneſs of Grace which ſhe enjoyed in 

this Life, and the ſublime Degree of Glory to 

which ſhe is raiſed in Heaven. But ſtill even this 

Honour which we give to her is infinitely inferior 

to that which we pay to God, to whom ſhe is 
* endebted for all her Dignity Grace and Glory.

4. The Smoke of the Incenſe with the Prayers of the 
Saints aſcended up before God out of the Angel: 
Hand. From which Texts it is evident that both 
the Saints and Angels offer up to God the Prayers 
of the Saints, that is of the Faithful upon Earth.

Cor. 12, v. 25, 26: Conſequently the Saints in 
Heaven pray for us. 

4thly, Becauſe according to the Doctrine of the 


Apoſtle 1 Cor. 13, v. 8. It is the Property of the 


vertue of Charity not to be loſt in Heaven, as 
Faith and Hope are there loſt ; Charity, faith St. 
Paul, never failzth, On the contrary this hea- 
venly Virtue is perſected in Heaven where by ſee· 
ing God Face to Face the Soul is enflamed with a 
moſt ardent Love for God, and for his ſake loves 
exceedingly his Children, her Brethren here be- 
low : How then can the Saints in Heaven having 
ſo perfect a Charity for us not pray for us, fince 
the very.firſt Thing that Charity prompts a Perſon 
to do, is to ſeek to ſuccour aſſiſt whom 
he loves? 

othly, Becauſe we find, S. Luke 16, v. 27, 28. 


The rich Glutton in Hell petitioning in favour of 


his five Brethren here upon Earth : Mow much 
more are we to believe that the Saints in Heaven 
interceed for their Brethren here? 

6thly, Becauſe Revel. 6, v. 10. The Souls of the 
Martyrs pray for Juſtice againſt their Perſecutors 
who had put them to Death: How much more 
do they pray for Mercy for the faithful Children 
of the Church ? 


7thly, In fine, becauſe our Lord Lute 16, v. 9. 
tells us make to yourſelves Friends A; * Mammon 
Gi 
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Cerve you into everlaſting Habitations. Where he 
gives us to underſtand, that the Servants of God, 
whom we have help'd by our Alms, after they 
themſelves have got to Heaven, help and afliſt us 
to enter into that everlaſting Kingdom. 


SECT, 3. Of the Invocation of Saints. 


Q. What do you mean by the Invocation of Saints? 
A. I mean ſuch Petitions or Requeſts as are 
made to defire their Prayers and Interceffion for us. 

Q. Ds Catholicks pray to Saints ? 

A. If by fraying to Saints, you mean adcreſſing 
ourſelves to them as to the Authors or Diſpoſers 
of Grace and Glory, or, in ſuch Manner as to 
fuppoſe that they have any Power to help us inde- 
pendently of God's good Will and Pleaſure, we 
don't prey to them: But condemn all ſuch Addreſſes 
as ſuperſtitious and impious. But if by pra, ing to 
| Saints you mean no more than deſiring them to 
pray to God for us, in this Senſe we hold it both 
good and profitable to pray to the Saints ? 

Q. How do youprove that it is good and profitable 
to defire the Saints and Angels in Heaven to pray 
to God for uu? 

A. Becauſe it is good and profitable to deſire the 
Servants of Ged here upon Earth to pray for us: 
For the Prayer of a righteous Man evaileth much. 
S. James 5, v. 16, Moſes by his Prayers obtained 
Mercy for the Children of 4jrael Exed. 32, v. 11, 
14. And Samuel by his Prayers defeated the Phi- 
Mines 1 Samuel 7, v. 8, 9, 10. Hence St. Paul in 
almoſt all his Epiſtles defires the Faithful to pray 
for him. Rom. 15, v. 30. Eph. 6, v. 18, 19, 1 75% 
5, v. 25. Heb. 13, v. 13. And God himſelf, Job 
42, v. 8. commanded Elphaz and his two Friends 
to go to Job, that Job ſhould pray for them, pro- 
miling to accept of his Prayers. Now if it be ac- 
ceptable 'to God, and good and profitable to our- 
_ {Eves to ſeek the Pray ers ard Interceſſion of God's 
veryants 
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Servants here on Earth, muſt it not be much more 
ſo to ſeek the Prayers and Interceſſion of the Saints 
in Heaven; ſince both their Charity for us; and 
their Credir and Intereſt with God is much greater 
row than when they were here upon Earth. 

Q. But does it not argue a want of Confidence 
in the infinite Goodneſs of God and the ſuperabound-' 
ing Merits of Jeſus Chriſt our Redeemer, to ad- 
dreſs ourſelves to the Saints for their Prayers and 
ige 4 

A. No more than to a'drefs ourſelves to our 
Brethren here below, as Proteſtants do when they 
deſire the Prayers of the Congregation ; ſince we 
defire no more of the Saints, than what we de- 
lire of our Brethren here below, viz. that they 
would pray for us and with us to the infinite Good- 
neſs of God who is both our Father and their Fa- 
ther, our Lord and their Lord, by the Merits of 
his Son 7e/us Chri/t who is both our Mediator and 
their Mediator. For tho' the Goodneſs of God 
and the Merits of Chriſt be infinite, yet as this 
is not to exempt us from frequent Prayer for our- 
ſelves ſo much recommended in Scripture, ſo tis 
no Reaſon for our being backward in ſeeking the 
Prayers of others whether in Heaven or Earth, 
that ſo God may have the Honour and we the Be- 
nefit of ſo many more Prayers. | 

Q But is there no Danger by afling thus of giving 
to the Saints the Honour which belongs to God alone?. 

A. No 'tis evident that to deſire the Prayers and 
Interceſſion of the Saints is by no Means giving 
them an Honour which belongs to God alone: 80 
far from it, that it would even be a Blaſphemy to beg 
of God to pray for us; becauſe whoſoever defires 
any one to pray for him for the obtaining of a Grace 
or Bleſſing, ſuppoſes the Perſon to whom he thus 
addrefles himſelf to be inferior and dependent of 
ſome other by whom this Grace or Bleſſing is to be 
beltowed, =» | 
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Q. Have yen any Reaſon to think that the Saint: 
and Angeli have any Knowledge of "your Addreſſes er 
Petitions made to them 

A. Yes we have. 1/f, Becauſe our Lord aſſures 
us S. Luke 15, v. 10. That there is Foy in the Pre- 
fence of the Angels of God, over one Sinner that re- 
penteth, For if they rejoice at our Repentance 
conſequently they have a Knowledge of our Re- 
— and if they have a Knowledge of our 

epentance, what Reaſon can we have to doubt 
of their knowing our Petitions alſo? And what 
is here ſaid of the Angels is alſo to be underſtood 
of the Saints, of whom our Lord tells us S. Luke 
20, v. 36. That they are equal unto the Angels. 

- 2d4ly, Becauſe the Angels of God, who, as we 
have already ſcen, are our Guardians, are always 
amongſt us, and therefore cannot be ignorant of 
our Requeſts : eſpecially ſince as we have alſo ſeen 
from Rev. 5, v. 8, and 8, v. 4. both Angels and 
Saints offer up our Prayers before the Throne of 
God, and therefore muſt needs know them. 

zaly, Becauſe it appears from Rev. 11, v. 15. 
and Rev. 19, v. 1, and 2. That the Inhabitants of 
Heaven know what paſſeth upon Earth: Hence 
St. Paul 1 Cor. 4, v. 9. ſpeaking of himſelf and his 
fellow Apoſtles ſaith, Nie are made a Spedtacle unto 
the Nord, and to Angels and to Men. 

4thly, We cannot 2 that the Saints and 

Angels, who enjoy the Light of Glory can be ig- 
norant of ſuch Things, as the Prophets and Ser- 
vants of God in this World have often known by 

the Light of Grace, and even the very Devils by 
the Light of Nature alone : Since the Light of 
Glory is ſo much more perfect than the Light of 
Grace or Nature, according to the Apoſtle 1 Cor. 
13, v. 12. For now we * thre a Glaſs darth; 
but then Fate to Face Now 1 Know in part; but 
then ball I know even as alſo I am known : That is 
by a moſt perfect Knowledge, Hence 1 Jen 3, 
V. 2. 
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v. 2. It is written we Hall be like him (God) 

for we ſhall ſee him as he is. Now ' tis certain that 

the Servants of God in this World - #6. ſpecial 
Thin 


Light of Grace have oſten known gs that 
pais'd at a great Diſtance, as Eliha 2 Kings 5. knew | 
what pals'd between Naaman and his Servant Ge- 
hazt, and 2 Kings 6, what was done in the King 
of Syria his private Chamber. Tis alſo certain that 
the Devils by the meer Light of Nature know what 
paſſes amongſt us as appears by the Correſpondence 
they hold with Magicians, and by their being our 
Accuſers, Rev. 12, v. 10. Therefore we cannot 
reaſonably queſtion but that the Saints in Heaven 
know the Petitions which we addreis unto them. 

5thly, In fine, becauſe it is weak reaſoning 
to argue from our corporal Hearing — Ob- 
ject of Which being Sound, that is, a Motion or 
Undulation of the Air, cannot reach beyond a cer- 
tain Diſtance) to the Hearing of Spirits which is 
independent on Sound, and conſequently in depen- 
dent of Diſtance : Tho' the Manner of it be 
hard enough to explicate to thoſe who know no 
other Hearing but that of the corporal Ear. 

Q Have you any other Warrant in Scripture for 
the Invocation of Angels and Saints ? 

A. Yes we have the Example of God's beſt Ser- 


vants. Thus Jacob Gen. 48, v. 15, 16, begs the 


Bleſſing of his Angel Guardian for his two Grand- 
ſons Ephraim and 1Manaſeh. God before whom my 
Fathers Abraham and Ifaac did walk, the God which 
fed me all my Life long until this Day, the Angel 
which redeemed me from all Evil, bleſs the Laas. 
The ſame Jacob Hoſea 12, v. 4. Wept and made 
Supplication to an Angel. And S. Jobn Rev. 1, v. 
4. writing to the ſeven Churches of ia Petitions 
for the Interceſſion of the ſeven chief Angels in 
their Favour. Grace be "unto you and Peace from.

* I Dat do you mean by Relicks? 

A. The Bodies or Bones of Saints ; or any * 
Thing elſe that has belong'd to them. 

Q. What Graunds have you for paying a Veneration 
to the Relicks of the Saints ? 

A. Beſides the ancient Tradition and Practice of 
the firſt Ages atteſted by the beſt Monuments of 
Antiquity, we have been warranted to do ſo by 
many illuſtrious Miracles done at the Tombs and 
by the Relicks of the Saints (ſee St. Auguſtin L. 22, 
Of the City of God, cap. 8.) Which God, who is

Q. Have you any Inflances in Scripture of Miracle 
done by Relichs ? | 

A. Yes, we read 2 Kings 13, v. 21. of a dead Man 
mis d to Life by the Bones of the Prophet, Eliſa: 25 
And 4&5 19, v. 12. From the Body of Paul were I 
brought unto the Sick Hankerchiefs or Aprons, and 
the Diſeaſes departed from them, and the evil Spirits ll 7 
went out of them.

Q. HAT is your Doftrine as to Images ? 8 
A. We hold that the Images or Pictures 
of Chriſt, of his bleſſed Mother ever Virgin, and of 
other Saints are to be had and retain'd ; and that 
due Honour and Veneration is to be given them. t 
Do you not worſhip Images ? 

A. No, by no means, if by /Yerfbip you mean I x, 
divine Honour: For this we don't give to the higheſt 
Angel or Saint, nor even to the Virgin Mary, much b

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Q. Do you not pray to Images i | 

A. No we don't: Becauſe as both our Catechiſm 
and common Senſe teaches us, They can neither ſee, 
nor hear, nor help us.

Q. Aby then do you pray before an Image or Crucifix? 

A. Becaule the Sight of a good Picture or Image, 
ſor example of Chriſt upon the Croſs, helps to en- 
kindle Devotion in our Hearts towards him that 
has loved us to that Exceſs, as to lay down his Life 
for the Love of us. | 

Q. Are you not taught to put your Truſt and Con- 


as if there were a certain Virtue, Power or Divinity 
reſiding in them. 

A. No, we are expreſly taught the Contrary by 
the Council of Trent Seſſion 25. 

Q. How do you prove that it is lawful to male or 
keep the Images of Chriſt and his Saints? 

A. Becauic himſelf commanded Moſes, Exod. © 
25, v. 18, 19, 20, 21. to make two Cherubims of 
beaten Gold, and place them at the two Ends of the 
Mercy-ſeat over the Ark of the Covenant in the ve- 
ry Sanctuary. And there, ſays he v. 22, will I meet 
with thee, and I will commune toith thee from aboue 
the Mercy-/eat from between the twoCherubims which 
are upon the Ark of the Teſtimony of all Things which 
I will gibs thee in Commandment unto the Children of 
Iſrael. God alſo commanded ; Numb. 21, v. 8, 9. 
a Serpent of Braſs to be made, for the healing of 
thoſe who were bit by the hery Serpents : Which 
Serpent was an Emblem of gy Fobn 3, v. 14,15. 

Q But is it not forbidden, Exad, 20, v. 4. To 
make the Likeneſs of any Thing in Heaven above, 
or in the Earth beneath, or in the Waters under 
the Earth ? 

A. It is forbidden te mate to ourſelves any ſuch 
Image or Likeneſs; that is to ſay, to make it our God, 
or put our Truſt in it, and give it the Honour which 
bejongs to God: Which is explain'd by the follow-

. What do you mean by a relative Honour? 

A. By a relate Henour, I mean an Honour 
which is given to a Thing, not for any intrinſick 
Excellence or Dignity in the Thing iifelf, but bare- 
ly for the Relation it has to ſomething elſe, as when 
e Courtiers bow to the Chair of State, or Chri- 

fltans to the Name of Jeſus, which is an Image or 
Remembrance of our Saviour to the Ear, as the 

Crucifix is to the Eye. 

. Have you any 8 of this relative Honour 
6llow'd by Proteſtants 
A. Yes. In the Honour they give to the Name of 

Jeſus, to their Churches, to the Altar, to the Bible, 

to the Symbols of Bread and Wine in the Sacrament. 

Such alſo was the Honour which the Fews gave to 
the Ark and Cherubims, and which Aojes and Je- 
ſouah gave to the Land on which they ſtood as being 
holy Ground. Exod. 3, v. F. Toh. 5, v. 15, &c. 

Q. Hau do you prove that there is a relftive Honour 
due to the Images or Piclu es of Chriſt and his Saints ? 
A. From the Dictates of common Senſe and Rea- 
ſon, as well as of Piety and Religion which teach us 
to expreſs our Love and Eſteem for the Perſons 


whom we honour by ſetting a Value upon all Things 


that belong to them, or have any Relation to them : 
Thus a loyal Subject, a dutiful Child, a loving Friend 
value the Pictures of their King, Father or Friend; 
and thoſe who make no Scruple of abuſing the Image 
of 2 * would ſeverely — the Man that would 
abuſe the Image of his King. 


Q. Does. 
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Q. Does your Church allow of Images of God the 
Father, or of the Bleſſed Trimty ? | 
A. Our Profeſſion of Faith makes no Mention of 
ſuch Images as theſe: Yet we don't think them 
unlawful, provided that they be not underſtood to 
bear any Likeneſs or Reſemblance of the Divinity, 
» which cannot be expreſs d in Colours, or repreſent- 
ed by any human Workmanſhip. For as Prote- 
fants make no Difficulty of Painting the Holy Ghoſt 
under the Figure of a Dove, becauſe he appear'd ſo 
when Chrifl wasbaptiz'd, Matt. 3, v. 16. So we make 
v Difficulty of 23 God the Father under the 
Figure of a Venerable Old Man; becauſe he appear d 
n in that Manner to the Prophet Daniel cap.

St. Peter by divine Commiſſion was Head of the 
Church 8 2 %, That the Pope or Biſhop 
of Rome as Succeſſor to St. Peter, is at preſent Head 

of the Church and Chriſi's Vicar upon Earth; 
Q. Hnw do you prove St. Peter's Supremacy ? 

A. Firſt, From the very Name of Peter or Ce- 
phas which fignifies 4 Rock, which Name our Lord, 
who does nothing without Reaſon, gave to him, 
_ who before was call'd Simez, to fignity that he ſhould 
be as the Rack or Faundgtion upon which he would 
build his Church. According to what he bimſelt

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declared Matt. 16, v. 18. when he told him Thow 
art Peter Tin, is a Rock) and upon T His Rock 
will 1 build my Church, and the Gates of Hell fball 
wt prevail againfl it. 1 

2d %, From the following Words, Matt. 16, v. 
19. 1 will give unto thee the Keys of the Kingdom 
of Heaven, and what/oever thou ſhalt bind on Earth, 
ſhall be 'ound in Heaven : And whatſoever thou ſhalt 
looſe on Earth, jhall be Inos'd in Heaven. Wher 
under the Figure of the Keys of the Kingdom of 
Heaven, our Lord enſured. to Peter the chief Au- 
thority in his Church: As when a King gives to 
one of his Officers the Keys-of a City, he thereby 
declares that he makes him Governor of that City.

Q. How do you prove that this Commiſſion given 

4 to the Pope or Biſbep of Rome ? 

A. Becauſe by the unanimous Conſent of the Fa- 
thers and the Tradition of the Church in all Ages, 
the Biſhops of Rome are the Succeſſors of St. Peter, 
who tranilated his Chair from Antioch to Rome, and 
died Biſhop of Rome. Hence the See of Rome in 
all Ages is call'd The See of Peter, the Chair of Peter, 
155 abſolutely The See Apeſtelick : And in that Qua- 

ty has from the Beginning exercis'd Juriſdiction 
over all other Churches, as appears from the beſt 
Records of ancient Church Hiſtory. 

Beſides ſuppoſing the Supremacy of St. Peter, 
which we have proved above from plain Scripture, 
it muſt conſequently be allowed that this Supremacy 
which Chriſt eſtabliſhed for the better Govern- 
ment of his Church and maintaining of Unity, 
was not to die with Peter, no more than th 
Church, which he promis'd ſhould ſtand for ever. 


For how can any Chriftian imagine that Chrif

ſhould appoint a Head for the Government of his 
Church, and maintaining of Unity during the Apo- 
ſtles Time; and deſign another Kind of .Govern- 
ment for ſucceeding Ages, when there was like to 
be ” much now 55 ot | "mana 2 we 
mu t that St. Peter's Supremacy was by Suc- 
atk. a deſcend to ſome Body.

Earth; and conſequently the Father and Paſtor of 
all the Faithful: And therefore this Church as be. 
ing St. Peter's Sce is the Mother and Miſtreſs of al

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CONCLUSION. 


Q. AVE you any Thing more to add in Con- 
mation of all theſe Tenets contain'd in 
your Profeſſion of Faith ? 

A. 1 ſhall add no more than this, that having al- 
ready proved in the firſt Chapter that the Church in 
Communion with Rome is the true and only Church 
of Chri/t, and conſequently her Councils and Paſtors: 
the Guides of divine Appointment which Chri/# 
has eſtabliſh'd to be our Conductors in the Way to 
a happy Eternity, it follows that weQhould with- 
out further Heſitation believe and profeſs what this 
Church and her Paſtors believe and profeſs ; and 
condemn and reject, what they condemn and reject. 
Aſſuring ourſelves that by doing thus we ſhall be 
ſecure, fince we ſhall follow, thoſe Guides which» 
Chriſt himſelf has appointed, whom he has com- 
manded us to hear, and with whom he has promig'd' 
to abide to the End of the World.

Declaration of receiving in particular the DoArine 
of the Council of Trent! 

A. Becauſe this was the laſt general Council 
call'd in Oppoſition to the new Doctrines of 
Luther and Calvin : And therefore we particularly 
declare our Aﬀent to the Decrees of this Council 
as being levell'd againſt thoſe Hereſies which have

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embracing it, whatever temporal Inconveniences we 
are forc'd to ſuſtain by this _— 

1. The firſt Reformer Martin Luther had nothing 
of extraordinary Edidcation in his Life and Conver- 
ſation. On the contrary all his Works declare him to 
have been a Man of an implauſible Nature, rigidly 
ſelfwilled, impatient of Contradiction, and rough and 
violent in his Declamations againſt all thoſe of what 
Quality ſoever, who diſſented in the leaſt from him. 
But what was the moſt Scandalous in a pretended 
Reſtorer of the Purity of Religion was his marrying a 
Nun, after the molt ſolemn Vows by which both he 
and ſhe had conſecrated themſelves to God in the State 
of perpetual Continency. In which he was imitated 
by a great Part of the firſt Reform'd Miniſters. 

2. He and his firſt Aſſociates were certainly Schi- 
maticks, becauſe they ſeparated themſelves from all 
Churches pure or impure, true or falſe that were then 
upon Earth and ſtood alone upon their own Bottom. 
Therefore if there was any ſuch Thing then in the 
World as the true Church of Chriſt (as there muſt al- 
ways be if the Scripture and Creed be true) Luther 

his Fellows ſeparating from all Churches muſt 
have ſeparated from the true, and conſequently muſt 
have been Schiſmaticks. At firſt, ſays Luther in the 
Preface to his Works, I was all alone. Which is con- 
firm'd by Dr. Tillotſon Serm. 49, p. 588. And Mr. 
Callier in his hiſtorical Dictionary under Martin Lu- 
ther, where he praiſes his Magnanimity in having - 
poſed himſelf alone to the. whale Earth,  _ 

3. It appears from his Book de Mi. Privata & 
Una. Sacerd. T. 7. Wit. Fol. 228 c. that he learnt 
no ſmall Part ot his Reformation from the Father of 
Lies, in a nocturnal Conference, of which he there 
gives his Readers an Account, 

4. Thoſe. that were the moſt Buſy in promoti 
the Reformation here at home were for the mo 
Part Men of moſt wretched Characters, ſuch as K. 
Hen. VIII. and the leading Men in the Government 
| during 
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during the Minority of Ew. VI. not to ſPeak of the 
Miniſtry of Q. Elizabeth, the mot Wicked, favs a late 
Proteflant Hiſtorian (Sort View of Eng. Hiſt.p. 253) 
that ever was known in any Rig u. 

5. The Foundations of the Reformation of Eng- 
land were lid by manifold Sacriledges, in pulling 
down Monaſteries and other Houſes conſecrated to 
God; rifling and pillaging Churches, alienating 
Church-Lands c. as may be ſeen in the Hiſtory of 
the Reformation by Dr. Heylin. 

6. The Reformation was every where introduced 
by Lay Authority, and for the moſt Part in direct 
Oppotlition to, and Contempt of the Biſhops the 
Church Guides of divine Appointment. A Procee- 
ding manifeſtly irregular and unjuſtifiable that in 
Church Matters the Laity with a few of the inferior 
Clergy, and thoſe un er the Ecclefiaſtical Cenſures, 
ſhould take upon them to direct thoſe whom Chrif 
appointed to be their Directors. 

. England herſelf, which glories moſt in the Re- 
gu yy of her Reformation compared to the tumul- 
tuous Froceedings of Reformers abroad, owes her pre- 
ſent Eſtabliſhment of the Church to the Lay Autho- 
rity of Q. Elizabeth and her Parliament, in Oppo- 
tion to all the Biſhops then fitting (who were all 


but one diſplaced for their Non- Conformity) to the 


whole Convocation, and both the Univerhities, that 
is in a Word to the whole Clergy of the Kingdom, 
as appears from Fuller L. 9. and Dr. Heylin Hiſt. 
of the Ref. p. 285, 286. 

8. Whereſoever the Reform'd Goſpel was preach'd 
it brought forth Seditions, 'Tumults, Rebellions &c. 
as appears from all the Hiſtories of thoſe Times. In- 
ſomuch, that in France alone the Reform'd Goſpel- 
lers beſides innumerable other Outrages are ſaid to 
have deſtroy'd no leſs than twenty thouſand 
Churches. Jeruſalem and Babel p. 158. How little 

does ſuch a Reformation reſemble the firſt Eſta-
